Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed where in the lengthy specification the claimed elements 
are described t see page 183+ and figures 60 & 40. Jeon argued the Sporer reference does not teach a single 
integrated circuit having the claimed elements and does not teach external masters. The examiner stated applicant 
needs to provide arguments why the reference does not teach the single integrated circuit and also state why it would 
not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to integrate PCI bridge 34 of Sporer onto the same integrated 
circuit that integrates MPEG video decoder and video display means. For claim 2 Jeon argued Sporer does not teach 
format conversin between big-endian and little-endian where big-endian refers to most significant bit and little-endian 
refers to least significat bit. When appliant files a formal response Examiner Brier will review the references to 
determine if they teach the external master and the format conversion between big-endian and little-endian format. 
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
